Upon the Schooner C. G. W hite 
in Behring Sea—Etc.

BEHRING SEA. 
News Concerning the Firing Cpon the 
Schooner C. G. W hite. 
San 
F p.a n c isc o, October 
6th.— The 
steamer Alexander II.. which arrived Sun­ 
day night from Siberia, brought further 
news concerning the firing upon the crew 
of the schooner C. G. White off Copper 
Island. 
The officers of the Alexander say that 
when the schooner appeared off Copper 
Island she sent six boats toward the beach. 
They were warned away, but no attention 
was paid to the warning, and as the sealers 
persisted in trying to land there, were fired 
upon by the guards, first with blank and 
then wilh ball cartridges. 
The Alexander brought down 9 700 seal 
skius for the AlaskaCommercial Company. 
The company’s contract with the Russian 
Government having expired, will be re­ 
newed for tea instead of twenty years. 
A number of Americans at Yokohama 
and other Japanese ports are fitting out 
vessels to go seal bunting under British, 
Gernitn and Japanese flags. Next year the 
Russian Government ptoposes to protect 
the rookeries. Five Russian war vessels 
are now cruising in Behring Sea, with in­ 
structions to peremptorily seize any vessel 
found sealing within the prescribed shore 
limits, which is five miles. 
It is stated that the vessels which re­ 
cently started on sailing cruises will not 
cruise in Behring Sea proper. They will 
station themselves at a narrow pass called 
Untmak, through which the seals pass od 
their way to tbe rookeries, and there 
slaughter them by the wholesale. The 
knowledge of this fact influenced the 
Alaska Company in making a contract for 
ten years instead of twenty, as heretofore, 
as the Siberian rookeries will sutler 
severely.

FOREST FIRES. 
Narrow Escape of an Aged Couple From 
Being Burned to Death. 
S o n o m a , October O h.—The forest fire is 
now completely under control, and no 
further danger is apprehended of its spread­ 
ing. About fifty citizens of Sonoma re­ 
sponded to a cry for assistance from the 
ranchers in the path of the fire, and bravely 
fought the flames all day yesterday and 
last night. The fire spread over an area 
some twelve miles in length and six in 
breadth. 
An aged couple by the name of Cook, 
living three miles from town, had a narrow 
escape from being burned to death. They 
were alone on their ranch on Saturday and 
were completely surrounded by the flames, 
the fire burning within one hundred yards 
of their house. A deep creek on the north 
and west of theirhabitation is all that saved 
them. 
Your correspondent rode over the burned 
district to-day, end it presents a scene of 
desolation hard to describe. Fences were 
burned down, valuable timber destroyed 
and thousands upon thousands of acres of 
feed destroyed. 
MOUNTAIN FIBE SUBDUED. 
E l v e r a n o , October 6th.—The fire in the 
mountains has been subdued. The flames 
are now confined to the canyons. 


FLCRAL MARRIAGES. 
The M ormon Church Issues an Edict 
Forbidding Them . 
S a l t L a k e (Utah), October 6 th .—At the 
General Conference of the Church of Jesus 
Christ. Latter-Day Saints, this morning, 
the official declaration of President Wood­ 
ruff, forbidding in future any marriages in 
violation of the laws of the land, was read, 
and the congregation, numbering nearly 
ten thousand persons, including the 
A postlts, Bishops and leading Elders of the 
church, by a unanimous vote recognized 
the authority of tne President to issue the 
manifesto, and accepted it as authoritative 
and bindiDg. 
George Q Cannon publicly announced 
his indorsement of the manifesto, and bis 
recognition of the supremacy of the laws 
that bad been declared constitutional by 
the Supreme Court. 
The Conference also readopted the origi­ 
nal articles of faith, among which is this: 
We believe in being subject to Kings, 
Presidents, rulers and magistrates, in obey­ 
ing, honoring and sustaining tbe law.’’ 
The action taken settles the vexed ques­ 
tion, and places an effectual bar against 
future polygamous marriages in Utah. It 
is the most important step taken by the 
church for more than a quarter of a cen­ 
tury.

SEVERE W IND STORM. 
Considerable Dam age Done to Property 
at Seattle. 
S e a t t l e (Wash.), October 
6th.—The 
highest wind known for years blew here 
to-day from early in the morning until 
late in the afternoon. Several large panes 
in plate glass windows were broken by fly­ 
ing signs. Tbe roofs of several temporary 
constructed buildings were blown off, and 
the harbor was so rough that it was unsafe 
for small boais to venture on it. Clark’s 
new steam barge and the Occidental Tug 
and Barge Company’s barge Occident 
pounded together at tbe wharf, and the 
former was damaged over $1,000 and the 
latter about $700. 
In North Seattle, H. E. Johnson, a hack- 
driver. drove bis team over one of the elec­ 
tric cables which had been knocked down 
from tbe electric railway poles bv a flying 
awning, and both horses were instantly 
killed. Tbe Telephone and American Dis­ 
trict systems were damaged more or less, 
and the electrical storm in Table Union 
District kept the electric road from run­ 
ning for some time.

Satisfactory Returns from the A laska 
Canneries. 
S a n F r a n c isc o, October 6 th .—Tbe ship 
Merom arrived to-day from Kodiak with 
23,955 cases of salmon. 
Tne reports 
brought from the canning districts indicate 
that thus far in the season the pack has 
been larger than last season. The run of 
fish at Kodiak, which was alarmingly light at 
the commencement of the season, improved 
as time went on, and the returns are con­ 
sidered highly satisfactory. 
During this season twenty-three vessels 
have arrived from the Alaska canneries, 
bringing in an aggregate of 344,674 cases of 
salmon from July 15:h to dale. During the 
same time last year the pack was 261,801. 
The Southern Pacific. 
S a n F r a n c isc o, October 6'h.—A morn­ 
ing paper says the Southern Pacific Com­ 
pany has decided to build a branch road 
through the San Ramon valley. The road 
will start from Avon, near Martinez, and 
will run through Concord, Walnut Creek.

Report ol Commisaiaonr Ranm for tNr 
Past Year, 
W ashington. October 6th —The annnal 
report of I’ension Commissioner Raum 
shows that there were at the end of the last 
fiscal year 537,944 pensions upon the rolls, 
classified as follows; Army invalid pen­ 
sioners, 392,S09: army widows, minor chil­ 
dren and dependent relatives, 101456; navy 
invalid pensioners, 5.274: navy widows, 
minor children atul dependent relativee, 
2 460; survivors of the war of 1812,413; 
widows of soldiers of the war of 1812,8,610; 
survivors of the Mexican war, 17,156; wid­ 
ows of soldiers of Ihe Mexican war, 6,764 
There wer- 08,837 original aalnisal 0w.-d 
daring tbe year, being 14,716 more 
r riginal claims than were nllowed during 
the fiscal year of 13S9, and 6 335 more than 
were allowed during the fiscal year of 1-38,1 
The first payment in these 66 637 original 
ceses amounted to $32,478,041, being $41,­ 
036,492 more than tbe first payments on 
tbe original claims allowed during the fis­ 
cal year 1889, and $40,179,225 nure than in 
1888. 
Of the sy3iem of completed tiles, organ­ 
ized by him, tbe Commissioner says, in 
part: Under tbe system of completed tiles 
the claimant has a right, upon proper cer­ 
tification tha’ his claim is complete, to 
have it immediately placed upon tbe cim- 
pleted files and taken up in order for adju­ 
dication. Claims placed upon compleitd 
files are taken up within a week for action, 
and if found complete are immediately 
allowed. If the proofs are lacking, a 
call is made upon tbe claimant to 
supply the deficiency, and upon re­ 
ceipt of tbe required evidence the claim 
is again taken up for consideration. To 
the last day of June, 1899, 761 claims were 
placed upon the completed tiles upon re­ 
quests made upon behalf of claimants. 
This system has had the effect of enabling 
many thousands of claimants whose claims 
have been pending from five to twenty 
years to bring their claims to the attention 
of the bureau for adjudication and allow­ 
ance, and tbe complaint of de'ay has been 
reduced to a minimum. This system 
throws the responsibility upon the claimant 
and bis attorney of having the claim adju­ 
dicated, and has proved more satisfactory 
than the old system of leaving the selection 
of claims for adjudication to the discretion 
of file clerks. As a result of these changes 
in the busine-s method of the office more 
work was done in a given time 
thanw esever performed before. On the 
25:h of October, 1889, when I took charge 
of the office, the work of adjudicating 
claims atul issuing certificates had, during 
the period from July 1, 1889, fallen far be­ 
hind the same period for the previous fis­ 
cal year, while from October 2Q. 1889, to 
June 30. 1S90, there was an increase in 
the adjudication of claims and issuance of 
certificates greatly m excess of tbe same 
period the preceding fiscal year. This is 
shown by the following s'atement of work 
done : Total number of certificates issued 
during the year ended June 30, 1890, 151,­ 
658; total number of certificates issued 
during the year ended June 30, 1889. 145,­ 
292 ; increase in 1S90 over 1889, 6 366 ; to­ 
tal original certificates issued during the 
year ended June 30, 1860, 66,637; total 
original certificates issued during the year 
0nded June 30, 1S89, 51,898; increase, 
14,741. 
Thus a great amount of work was accom­ 
plished by the distributing clerks, who 
composed the Board of Review amongst 
other divisions, calling in forty special ex­ 
aminers from the field, thus adding eighty 
persons to the torce engaged in the ad­ 
judication of claims, and particularly by 
concentrating the work of the office for 
five days in a week on the adjudication of 
claims. 
As provided forin OrderNo. 149, creating 
a system of “completed files,” in June last 
I detailed 116 persons as an additional 
forc° for special examination, making in 
all 333 on duty in the field. As a result of 
these efforts, the number of cases now in 
the hands of the special examination di­ 
vision will be reduced from 14,225 to 9,824. 
Of these only about 5,000 are in the bauds 
of special examiners, the others being in 
transit to and from the office. 
The Commissioner invited attention to 
the difference in amount between the rate 
of $30 per month granted by the Act of 
March 3, 18S3, to pensioners so disabled as 
to be i icapacita e-l for manual labor, 
'

granted by the Act of March 4, 1890,

pensioners 
who require regular 
aid and attendance of another person. 
There are many claimants entirely in­ 
capacitated for manual labor who periodi­ 
cally require aid and attention of other 
persons, but who are unable to establish 
the fact of requirement of constant aid and 
attendance. He commends that a rate of 
$50 per month be created for them. 
There have been received 460,282 claims 
to September 30th under the disability pen­ 
sion Act of June 27th. The care of such 
an enormous number of claims received in 
so short a time necessarily taxed the re­ 
sources of the office to its fullest exteDt. 
The work of tbe mail division ran up to 
more than 32,000 pieces of mail per day, to 
be opened, classified and properly dis­ 
posed of. 
At this writing. October 1st, the division 
is handling 10 000 claims a day. It is be­ 
lieved that there are probably 100,000 claims 
in the office which can be properly allowed 
under the provisions of the regulation ap­ 
proved September 16, 1890. 
In conclusion, the Commissioner says 
the Act of Jnne 27,1890, ia the first disa­ 
bility pension law in the history of the 
world which granted te soldiers and sailors 
pensions for disability not proved to have 
been incurred in the service and line of 
duty. This law recognizes a higher obliga­ 
tion of the people to their disabled veterans 
than was ever formulated into a law before. 
Nothing shall be undone by this Boreau 
to give effect to this latest expression of 
gratitude of the American people to the 
soldiers who saved the republic. 
SENSATION SPO ILED . 
Denial of the Report that Several States 
Are to be Colonized. 
W ashington, October 6th.—The New 
York World's five column sensation ot Sat­ 
urday, disclosing an alleged Republican 
scheme to colonize Connecticut, Indiana 
and West Virginia with North Carolina 
negroes does not claim much attention 
here, because the above-named paper is al­ 
ways regarded as nltra sensational, and not 
very reliable. 
A Washington Post reporter attempted to 
interview all of the parties now in Wash­ 
ington who were alleged to be concerned 
in the scheme. Lindsay, the Carolina emi­ 
gration agent, wonld not talk. Colonel W. 
W. Dudley regarded the whole story as a 
fake, and like a good many of the Worlds 
spasmodic efforts to heap odium upon 
Quay. 
- 
When Im m itraion Agent Whitehead, 
who wasacoufelerate of Lindsay, according 
to the World, attempted suicide by jumping 
into the Kaniwha river, a letter was found 
upon his person signed by United States 
Treasurer Houston, in which he said he war 
heartily in favor of the scheme to colonize 
Indiana, Connecticut and West Virginia, 
and wonld speak to the President about it. 
Mr. Houston, when asked about his letter 
by the Post reporter, acknowledged writing 
letters to Lindsay, who he regarded as a 
kind of philanthropist crank. In regard 
to his speakiDg to the President abont the 
Lindsay scheme, he said he did not mean 
President Harrison, but the President of a 
local political board of Indiana. 
Treasurer Houston farther said that 
Lindsay represented to him that his efforts 
were entirely free from any political and 
pecuniary significance whatever, his only 
purpose and desire being to benefit the 
poor and suffering negroes of his own and 


Í other States. Houston told him he cons.’d- 
ertd tbe enterprise a worthy one. but on e 
which he feared he would find diiScalty lu 
accomplishing, owing mainly to the fact 
that considerable money would be required 
to transport the people "to the States named. 
Lindsay replied that there would be no 
trouble about that matter; that the people 
were anxious to go; that many wanted to 
locate in Indiana and would cheerfully pay 
their own fare and freights, and that these 
who were not able at the t'me of removal 
to do so would onsent to have the money 
advanced to them lor that purpose taken 
from their wages, so tbe only thing to be 
done was to find employment for them. 
After bearingtbis from Lindsay, Houston 
consentid to do what he could to aid him 
in his efforts, just as he would have done, 
he says, had a single individual approached 
him and asked for information concerning 
the possibility of finding employment in 
Indiana. L ndsay made no other propo­ 
sition, end had he proposed a political 
scheme of the kind s« forth in the World.

NEW M EXICO. 
Annual Report Presented !>j' Governor 
Prince. 
W ash ing to n. October 6!h. — Governor 
Princeof New Mexico, in hisanntial report, 
makes an earnest appeal for the settlement 
of the qiies'ion of land titles in that Terri­ 
tory. Of 213 grants presented to the Sur- 
veyor-Geneial for action testimony had been 
taken in 162, and reports made to tbe Iute- 
r or Department previous to 1870. Congress 
acted upon only forty-four of these cases, 
and during the next decade has acted upon 
but one, and since lSTO’bas not attempted 
to consider any cases whatever. 
The plan of having Congress act upon 
these claims, he says, is a preposterous fail­ 
ure: During the year the entries of public 
land aggregated 1.773. 
The total assessed valuation of property 
in the territory was $46.041.010 and the 
territorial indebtedness $870,960. Crops ot 
all kinds are fully up to the average, and a 
larger acreage was planted this year than 
ever before. The cattle industry has greatly 
improved of late The sheep-ow*ers also 
hada good year. The mining industry is 
in a flourishing condition. Tlietotal output 
of gold, silver, lead aud copper aggregated 
over $4 000.000. 
The Governor, in conclusion, makes a 
stiong plea for Statehood, and says-none ot 
the Territories recently admitted compare 
with New Mexico in population, wealth, 
intelligence, or in every quality necessary 
to build upa prosperous Statehood.

Dillon produced certifi oatcs 
from two Clonmel doctors, stating that he 
is seriously ill, and that it is impossible for 
him to attend the trial. Ronan, the prose­ 
cutor for the Crown, ob e?ted to the certifi­ 
cates as not a valid excise, and iusisted 
that the doctors be summoned to testify a ti­ 
to their patient's condition. Dillou said- 
the doctors’ certificates would have to be 
accepted as evidence; the doctors them­ 
selves distinctly relused to come to Court 
to substantiate the statements they have 
already made. 
Honan then asked th? Ct art to adjourn 
for an hour, to enable the Crown to decide 
whether tbe charge against O’Mabouey 
shall be withdrawn or an application made 
for a warrant fur his arrest. The request 
was granted. 
Upon the reassembling ot the Conrl, 
Ronan stated that tbe prosecution had tele­ 
graphed to two doctors in Clonmel to ex­ 
amine O’Mahoney, and had sent a third 
from Tipperary to examine the defendant. 
He expected the doctors would appear in 
Court later and testily as to Ü Mahoney’s 
condition. He therefore asked the Court to 
take farther adjournment. Reman said 
O’Mahoney. through his solicitor, had 
placed the Conn at defiance. 
Dillon declared Mr. llonan's statement 
untrue. He had done his best to procure 
the attendance of O’Mahoney’s doetor in 
Court. 
O’Brien said the defendants had a right 
te complain against the course of the pros­ 
ecution. Ronan’s remark was addressed 
to an audience in England, and was de­ 
signed to injure the defendants. 
A scene of contusion ensued. Ronan re­ 
peated the remarks again and a.^ain, Dil­ 
lon londly defied them. The defendants 
in the meantime protested against the 
charges made by the prosecution. When 
order was again partially restored, Dillon 
warmly protested against the Court taking 
any further adjournment. He maintained 
that in justice no warrant could be issued 
for the arrest of O’Mahonev until the 
Court beard the testimony of his doctors. 
Another heated wrangle then took place- 
between the Crown prosecutors and 
Dillon. 
The Court finally granted Ro­ 
nan’s request and a further adjournment 
was taken. 
The action of the defendants, who are on 
bail, will likely result in their committal 
to Clonmel jail for contempt of Court. 
FEARS OF A COLLISION AT CLONMEL. 
D u b l i n . October 6th. — One hundred 
hussars and 350 extra policemen have ar­ 
rived at Clonmel. It is believed their pres­ 
ence is due to fears of a collision between 
the Berkshire and the Eighteenth Regi­ 
ments. Both are quartered in town. 


THE NEtV W AR SHIPS. 
The Union Iron W orks W ill Probably 
A ccept the Governm ent's Otter. 
W ashington, October 6:h.—While no 
formal response has yet been received by 
the Navy Department from the Union Iron 
Works of San Francisco in regard to the 
construction of tbe coast line battle ships, 
Mr. Scott, President of that company, who 
is now in Washington, has intimated" to the 
Navy Department that they will undertake 
the contract on the terms proposed by the 
Department. They provide for building a 
vessel twelve feet longer than originally 
planned by the Government for $3,180.000, 
being $69,000 more than Cramps offered 
to build a single vessel; provided they get 
tbe contract for but one, and also being 
$30.000 less than the bid of the Union Iron 
Works for single vessels under the original 
plans of tbe Government. 
The Department is desirous that the 
three vessels shall be bnilt on the same 
plans, and the San Francisco company is 
allowed $60,000 more than the Eastern 
company in order to cover a portion of the 
additional expense of transportation of 
steel and other material. 
WASHINGTON NOTES.

W a s h in g t o n , October 
6th.—Assistant 
Secretary Spaulding telegraphed Collector

LONDON DOCKMKN. 
Letter From a Steam ship M anager Con­ 
cerning tha Troubles. 
L o n d o n , October 6th.—Manager Allan, 
of the Wilson Steamship Lines, wrote 
Thomas Mann, a labor agitator, a month 
ago, slating the resalt of the dock strike. 
Tne men at the Albert docks demanded 
such extortionate pay, amounting to from 
fifteen to twenty shillings daily, that they 
constitnted a serious impediment to the 
coal and grain tiades. Grain shifting, the 
writer said, is performed in Liverpool and 
New York at one third of the cost at which 
it is done in London. Later, in another 
letter, he says he will be obliged to lay up 
some New York steamers unless some sys­ 
tem of piece-work is introduced, and that 
London will become a prohibitive port. 
Unless something is done, he mnst quit the 
Albert dock. 
He adds that because the Hudson Bay 
Company refused to satisfy the demands of 
the dockmen for drink, tbe men assumed a 
threatening attitude, aud actually stole a 
number ot sealskins. Mann has not re­ 
plied to these letters.

IRISH NATIONALISTS. 
A D elegation of Six A ppointed to Y iait 
A m erica. 
Dub.lin, October Oih.—The conference of 
the Irish Nationalists, called by Parnell, 
was held to-day. A part of the business 
was the selection of a deputation to visit 
America to lay before the pejple of that 
country a plain statement of ths situation 
of affaire in Ireland. John Dillon, Will­ 
iam O'Brien, Thtmas Power O'Connor, 
Timothy Sullivan and Abram Gill were 
appointed. 
The proceedings of the convention were 
conducted in private. There was a very 
large attendance. Most ot the prominent 
Nationalists were present Justin McCar­ 
thy moved the adoption of four resolutions, 
all ot which had been previously submit­ 
ted to Parnell. The first pledges the fullest 
support of the National League ti tenants 
threatened with ruin in consequence of the 
coarse adopted by the Government and 
landlord syndicates. 
Tbe second demands that certain dis­ 
tressed districts in the southern and west­ 
ern parts of Ireland be given especial con­ 
sideration by tbe Government, and that 
measures be taken at once for the relief of 
the inhabitants. The Government is called 
upon to inaugurate a strips of public im­ 
provements for the purpose of giving: 
employment to tbe people and enabling 
thim to support themselves without char- 
itab'e assistance. 
The third condemns, in emphatic terms, 
the action of the Government in causing 
the arrest of O'Brien, Dillon, and other 
Nationalist leaders. 
The fourth says the Nationalist party is 
compelled by circumstances to make an 
appeal to its friends everywhere in behalf 
of the Irish tenants, and looks especially 
to i:s friends in America to subscribe gen­ 
erously for the benefit of the distressed 
people. This appeal, the resolution says, 
ts made most unwillingly, but the desper­ 
ate strait in which the Irish tenants-bi* 
now placed, makes it absolutely necessary 
that assistance be asked from tbeir friends 
and sympathizers throughout the world. 
Parnell sent a telegram to the Confer­ 
ence that he greatly regretted his Inabil­ 
ity to be present, and expressed confi­ 
dence that the deliberations of tbe meet­ 
ing would be guided by wisdom and pa­ 
triotism, and result for tbe good of the 
public. He also expressed a hope that the 
mission to America would meet with, all 
possible success. 
Dillon, O'Brien and other Nationalists at 
Tipperary sent telegrams expressing regret 
that tbe "disgusting judicial farce’’ pre­ 
vented their attending the Conference.

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THE RECEPTION OF THE PRETENDER. 


The dispatches announce that fears are 
entertained that the French people will 
take offense at the reception accorded the 
Count de Faris at New York, since the *' 
Collector of the Fort welcomed the pre­ 
tender to the throne in the name of the 
President of the L’nited States. 
If the 
Collector had received the refugee in the 
name of the President as a claimant to the 
throne and the enemy of the French re­ 
public, there certainly would be reason for 
th e anger of the French people. 
In such 
a case the act of our Chief Magistrate 
would be a direct affront that not even an 
apology could wipe out. 
But the Presi­ 
dent did nothing of the kind. 
He, in com­ 
mon with other officers of the army of the 
U nited States, welcomed a soldier who 
served upon the staff of General McClellan 
during the war of the Rebellion, and who 
thereafter wrote a very interesting and fair 
history of the Army of the Potomac and 
its campaign 
The people of France must 
not be perm itted to construe the reception 
o f this man as an act of unfriendliness to 
th e French republic, and the press should 
m ake it clear that he was not received on 
th e title of his claim as King of Franee. 
W e are of the opinion that it was not 
necessary for the President to have sent 
out the Collector of the Port of New York 
to receive the 
visitor. 
Other men of 
special prominence in Europe are arriving 
in the U nited States nearly every day, 
and it is not deemed necessary to extend 
to them special welcome. 
Moreover, the 
Count de Paris came fresh from the w rit­ 
ing of a declaration that he intended to 
ialior for the overthrow of the republic in 
France, and that he should use any means 
th at came w ithin his reach to accomplish 
th at end. 
In the same letter he wrote 
th at he had consented to affiliate with the 
traitor Boulanger, deeming it defensible to 
use such weapons as the godi gave. 
He 
left France a political exile and as the 
enemy of her existing form of government, 
and this should, we think, have made his 
reception in the United States a wholly 
unofficial one. 
As it is, we ought to feel no surprise if 
th e French people become angered at the 
welcome given the man who left their 
shores with the avowed purpose of return­ 
ing in three months’ time to inaugurate 
another revolution, peaceably if possible, 
but forcibly if necessary. 
However, as 
stated, the President did not welcome him 
o ther than as a soldier who served the 
United States in the time of need. 
W hen 
this is explained the possible irritation of 
th e French will be allayed. 
But as a rule 
it may be laid down that the United 
States Government should not officially 
acknowledge the arrival in this country of 
political refugees who are plotting against 
a sister republic with which we are at 
peace.

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DEFYING THE LAW. 


The postal authorities having instructed 
th e postmasters in this Slate to refuse 
m ail privileges to newspapers, magazines 
and circulars in any way advertising lot­ 
teries or gift enterprises. The orders, 
w hich conform to the new law on the sub­ 
ject, are now being enforced. Some of the 
newspapers which have heretofore defi­ 
antly violated the State law concerning 
lotteries announce th a t they will continue 
to ignore the statute, and will use other 
avenues of carriage for their papers than 
th e United States mail. 
T hat is to say, 
journals that preach propriety and law- 
abiding, and commend virtue and obedi­ 
ence to authority, boldly proclaim that 
they will disobey certain plain provisions 
of the law of the State, and contemptuously 
disregard the statute that inhibits the 
publication of lottery advertisements and 
aiding aud abetting lotteries. We call the 
attention of these inconsistent publishers 
o f defiant newspapers, and the attention 
o f the officers of the law to these provisions 
o f the statutes of California : 
Every person who contrives sets up. proposes 
o r draw s any lottery, Is gut ty of a misde- 


vrv person who aids or assist*, either by 
p riiitu "g. writing, advertising, publishing, or 
otherw ise in setting up. m anaging, or draw ing 
any lottery, or in sell ng or disposing of any 
tic ie r. ■ háiice, or share therein, is guilty of a 
misd* uioanor.

No newspaper 
proprietor who reads them can violate 
them , and with any sort of self-respect ad­ 
vise citizens to obey other sections of the 
State laws, or urge officials to prosecute 
other offenders against the laws of the 
commonwealth. 


R e f e r r in g to the exclusion of a news­ 
paper from the mails at San Francisco be­ 
cause of a church or society lottery an­ 
nouncement in the columns of the journal, 
a clergyman is quoted as saying: 
I certainly think it is straining the law to 
m ake it applicable to a sm all draw ing in aid of 
a grand charity. In all the Courts Judges allow 
a great deal of latitude in interpreting the let­ 
ter of the law, aim ing rather to enforce its 
spirit. The lottery law was designed to re«ch 
an evil, aud in spirit its fram ers never intended 
i-.s application to cbildren and their toys. 
Rev. Mr. Connolly, of St. John the Bap­ 
tist Church, certainly ought to know, if he 
does not, that the law cannot make any 
distinction in favor of lottories for charity 
or the church. 
If it is wrong to gamble 
at lottery drawing, it can make no sort of 
difference whatever that the profits of the 
drawing are to lie used in charity. 
The 
laws of the State specify as illegal all 
manner of drawings and gift enterprises, 
no m atter in what form they are arranged, 
or by whom, so long as the element of 
chance enters in. 
The Rev. Mr. Connolly 
ought to know, if he does not, that the 
one 3nd great stumbling-block in the way 
of enforcing the anti-lottery laws, has been 
and is the church. 
Every man in the 
State knows that this is true ; that the 
complaint has been uniformly and is that 
so long as church fairs and charity associ­ 
ations are perm itted to run lottery games, 
it is unjust and impossible to proceed 
against larger games. 
The reverend gen­ 
tleman must know that the lottery under 
the cover of religion and charity is in ­ 
finitely more dangerous in its teachings 
than the money lotteries of Louisiana and 
Mexico. The gambling taste is as easily 
cultivated under the cover of the church 
lottery as any other—Indeed more easily 
and dangerously. 
The clergyman who 
pleads for license for the church to violate 
the law of the land is unworthy of his 
cloth. 


T h e r e has been no order issued from 
the office of the Secretary of the Navy in

$4 for each census child. 
Your honorable Board must also fix the 
rate for road purposes in accordance with 
contemplated improvements. 
It would 
seem that a reduction might be made iu 
this rate, as many perm anent repairs wert* 
made to our roads and bridges during the 
past year, which will require no material 
outlay for some time. 
It will be found by comparison with 
these of the last fiscal year that the assess­ 
ment rolls of this year show a decrease of 
$1,084 781. Notwithstanding this reduction 
you will ba able to lower your tax rate 
from that of the previous year. 
In subm itting the above report, I wish to 
congratulate the citizens of Sacramento 
county on the healthy condition of its 
finances, there being adequate funda in 
the county's strong box to meet all im ­ 
mediate demands.

lated to me the other day by the editor of

heretofore published. 
Of 
course it is nothing new for a Calitornian 
to do a generous act, but there are very 
different ways of being generous, and the 
following little episode reveals the “ true 
inwardness” of the man better than a vol­ 
um e of political speeches could: 
Ic appears that Mr. M arkham stopped at 
the Arlington, on Vermont avenue, and it 
was his custom, rain or shine, to walk 
from that house to the Capitol every m orn­ 
ing, a constitutional of ssv a mile and a 
half. 
He always took the same route, 
which was along the most unfrequented 
streets—a habit, by the way, also peculiar 
to Mr. Biaine.

L e M ay’s A n n u a l R e p o rt o f th e H o p C rop 
o f th e W o rld . 
The following circffar has been issued by 
W. H. and H. Le May, English hop factors, 
under date of London, September 13tb. It 
may prove of interest to those engaged in 
hop-growiDg h e re : 
We have delayed issuing our report this sea­ 
son about fourteen days beyond our usual tim e, 
that we m ight be in a position to say w hat effect 
the hot w eather th at set in about th at tim e 
would have upon the crop. 
We have now 
finished a most careful personal survey of the 
hop growing districts of England, and we are 
sorry to have to report the extrem e heat has 
not. on the whole, been beneficial, it has cer­ 
tainty to a lim ited extent helped the Colgates 
aud late Goldings, but has done gn at harm to 
m any of the early hop* especial y those on dry 
soils, alm ost all of which have gone off with 
red mold. ’ 
Vermin has also m ade its ap­ 
pearance in the cones in m any gardens, and we 
fear m any wil. not be tit to pick that arc left 
over until next week; fresh fly can be found in 
them (this is bad, as it foretells an a tta c t of 
aphis next spring). 
Iu m aking an estim ate of 
the growth on as liberal a scale as possible, we 
should say th at 10,0.0 acres will not produce a 
hop, 20,000 acres may produce three cwts. per 
acre 15,000 m ay produce six cwts. fair acre. 
5.000 acres m ay produce eight cwts. per acre, 
3.000 acres m ay produce teu cwts. per acre, and 
2.000 acres may produce fiileen cwts. per acre. 
We are pleased to say th at the best growths 
will be vety grand indeed, aud will be of such 
splendid quality th at have hardly, if ever, been 
surpassed We should think these hops will pro 
duce som ething like 70.000 cwts. There will also 
be »boul 100,00<i cwts. of fair copper hops picked, 
and the rem ainder w ill be of very indifferent 
quality, w hich in ordinary seasons would not 
tem pt brewers but this season will all be taken 
for m ixing w ith good sou id old hops, and will 
be very uselul for this purpose. Even at this 
late period ot the picking it is not quite safe to 
say that 250,00n cwts. of hops will be pleged, as 
it Is probable th at m any of the gardens that are 
left unpicked this week may be com pletely de­ 
stroyed by red mold and verm in, 
th e Weald 
of Kent and Su«s:x Fugglos have withstood the 
ravages of verm in gnd m old best this season, 
and some of the best growths will be found 
am ongst these hops. 
The continent will not produce more than 
half of last year, when every bale w ent into 
consum ption. 
America will grow about as 
many on the Pacific slope as last year, but the 
New Y’ork State crop w 11! fall short by at least 
one third; last year, a though America im ported 
uearly as m any hops as she exported, every 
bale of their ÍSSJ crop had gone when this 
season opened. This year it is not likely she 
will import a bate, as Germany w ill have none 
to spare, consequently Am erica A-annot really 
spare a bale of hops for hnglaad. 
The position oi affairs is unique. Am erica 
and tbe Continent produce jnsteuough for their 
own consum ption, and no more. 
England with 
an annual consum ption of 700,000 cwts. m ay, if 
every hop that is hanging on the poles’ be 
picked, grow 250,000 cwts ; to m eet this de­ 
li ieney there may be 70,000 pockets of sound 
old English hops, which if reckoned as 3 equal 
to one pecket of new hops, will add 30,090 cwts. 
to the ,50,000 grown in England (the Uontincut 
has airea ly commenced preparing old hops for 
the English brewer, and several thousand bales 
have arrived m arked 1888, which are nothing 
but worthless hops ot the years 1*85,1886 and 
1887 growths, that have all been m ixed up aud 
m anipulated and repacked. The attention of 
the Governm ent should be draw n to the pack­ 
ages. The same trickery was practiced iu 1882, 
when worthless hops of ten years of age were 
repaeked and sold as ]679’s. 
Brewers would do 
well to refuse to buy any repacked Continental 
b o o s) 
liong before the 1801 crop can be secured there 
will be the greatest fam ine in hops all over tbe 
world ever known, and lucky indeed w ill be 
those consum ers 
who 
secure th eir tw elve­ 
m onths’ consum ption while there are some hops 
011 the m arket, as it is now certain th at even 
the old bads of Germany will be turned out to 
keep the trew ers going until the next crop can 
be secured.

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COUNTY BUSINESS. 


THE BO ABB OF SUPERVISORS AND THE 
TAX LEVY. 


A W rangle Over the Road Fund—Print­ 
ing the R egisters -T h e Tw elfth- 
Street Bridge. 


The Board of Supervisors met yesterday 
morning for the October session, all mem­ 
bers beiDg present except Mr. Greer. 
The first matter taken up was the peti­ 
tion of residents of Grand Island for the 
formation of a new road district, to include 
the entire island. 
Supervisor Tebbet9 stated that the peti­ 
tion had been filed over a month ago, and 
that through an oversight the Board had 
neglected to attend to the matter at the last 
session. He believed that the Board was 
in favor of the proposition, but he was 
afraid that it was too late now. The law 
declares that a district cannot be changed 
inside of thirty days before a general elec­ 
tion, as he understood it. 
- ' 
District Attorney Bruner, who was pres­ 
ent, read the the law to the Board, and de­ 
clared that it was impossible now to legally 
grant the petition. 
Under Sheriff Coons stated, also, that 
aside from the legal obstacles, there were 
other things, such as the changing of town­ 
ship lines, which made the desired change 
impractical at the present time. 
On motion of Mr. Tebbets, the petition 
was denied for the reasons stated. 
PRINTING THE REGISTERS. 
Bids for printing the Great and Precinct 
Registers were opened. There were found 
to be only two bids—those of H. S. 
Crocker & Co. and A. J. Johnston & Co — 
and both of these firms agreed to do the 
work at the rate of 16 cents per name. 
Mr. Tebbets looked troubled. He said 
he could not understand why it was that 
there were only two bids. Another thing 
that bothered him was the fact that at the 
last election the Board had fixed the rate of 
printing the registers at Í) cents per D am e. 
It was a peculiar predicameut to be placed 
in, and he called upon District Attorney 
Bruner to help them out. 
Mr. Bruner said there was no need of his 
giving an opinion, as he had given the 
Board advice once before on this subject 
and it had not been heeded. 
G. M. Mott of H. S. Crocker & Co. asked 
Mr. Tebbets if it were not a fact that the 
Board had only fixed a rate of 9 cents per 
name for great registers, and Mr. Tebbets 
replied that such was the case. Mr. Mott 
then pointed oat that the advertisement for 
bids called for both great registers and pre­ 
cinct registers This, he said, made a dif­ 
ference/ In making his bid he had in- 
clnded both. If the Board only wanted the 
great register, the bid would not have been 
in excess of 9 cents. 
A. J. Johnston gave it as bis opinion that 
the bids were cheaper than any other print­ 
ing honse in the Slate would do the work 
for, They were at the rate of G cents per 
name cheaper than was being paid in San 
Francisco. 
After some further discussion the bids 
were referred to the Committee on Con­ 
tracts. 
LEVEES AND ROADS. 
Two communications from parties living 
on Andrns Island, requesting ibe Board to 
assist in raising and widening roads which 
were on the top of leve s, occasioned con­ 
siderable discussion. 
Supervisor Bales said, iu bis opinion, the 
people down in those swamp land districts 
were getting very bold in their demands 
upon the Supervisors to reclaim their lands. 
He intimated that they only wanted the 
county to build their levees for them under 
the pretense of fixing the roads. 
Sol. Runyon, who happened to be pres­ 
ent, said he was well acquainted with the 
roads mentioned in the communications, 
and added that he was also familiar with 
abont forty miles more of road that was in 
an equally bad condition. 
It would be useless, he said, no matter 
who paid for the work, to patch up the 
levees and roads in spots. The only way 
to do was to start in at one end and make 
a complete job. Mr. Runyon referred to 
his oft repeated declaration that he was op­ 
posed tc the expenditure of the county’s 
money for the reclamation of private prop­ 
erty, and said that a meeting had been held 
recently at his place, at which preparatory 
steps were taken for tne improvement of 
the levees in generaL Of course, when the 
work was under way, the Supervisors 
might see fit to attend to fixing the roads 
on top of these levees. But if it was the in­ 
tention of the petitioners to ask the county 
to build levees he was opposed to it. 
Mr. Tebbets agreed with the speaker, and 
moved that the matter be referred to the 
Committee on Roads and Bridges. The 
motion was carried. 
BY THE LIGHT OF THE MOON. 
J. C. Baumgarten appeared before the 
Board, and complained that John Klotz 
had in the dead of night put a culvert 
through the levee recently built in Road 
District No. 12. without authority, and to 
the injury of others. 
Road Overseer Hack substantiated this, 
saying that he had given Kiotz no authority 
in the matter. 
The Supervisors present each disclaimed 
having authorized Klotz to do it, and then 
Mr. Tebbets made a motion that Klotz be 
ordered to remove the culvert at once, and 
if he did not, that the Road Overseer be in­ 
structed to commence suit for damages 
against him. It was decided, however, uot 
to put this in force until Supervisor Greer, 
the only absentee, could be seen, in order 
to learn whether or not he had permitted 
the work to be done. 
A report was received from the Election 
Board of Swamp Land District 213.' an­ 
nouncing that at the recent election held 
in that district Sol. Runyon, 1’. Crew and 
G. A. Knott were elected Trustees. 
It was found, however, that the report 
did not set forth certain necessary fac's, 
and it was sent back to the Election Board 
for correction. 
Recess. 
REPLANKING THE BRIDGE. 
At the afternoon session bids for replank­ 
ing the Twelfth-street bridge were opened. 
They were as follows: E. A. Bovyer, 
$4 150; R. W. Barker, $3,700; G. B. Dean, 
$2,860 (provided he be allowed to use the 
new planks recently put on the bridge): 
Silas Carle. $3,751 and $4,375; E. E. Barr>' 
& Co., $29 75 per thousand feet, if allowed 
to lay the new planking over the old, and 
$30 per thousand if required to remove the 
old planking. 
Contractor Barry addressed the Board in 
behalf of his bid. He said that although 
it appeared higher than the others, he be­ 
lieved it was the cheapest. He proposed 
laying the planks diagonally, and would 
make other improvements calculated to 
make the bridge more durable than if re­ 
paired in the ordinary manner. 
The Board, however, decided to refer the 
whole matter to the Committee on Con­ 
tracta. 
The AmerieaD Bridge and Building Com­ 
pany was allowed an extension of thirty 
days on its contract to complete the water 
tower at the County Hospital. 
Auditor F. T. Johnson submitted his 
annual report, which was placed on file. 
THE TAX LEVY. 
The Board then proceeded with the 
adoption of the tax levy for the ensuing 
year. The apportionment for last year was 
as follows: State tax, 72 2 cents; general 
fund, 20 2 cents; school fund, 10 cents; 
hospital fund, 11 cents; county bonds of 
1859. 2.5 cents, county bonds of 1872, 5 3 
cents; county bonds of 1884,1 cent; county 
bonds 'of 1888, 1 cent; C. P. K R bond 
fund, 1 8 cents; county load fund, 25 cents. 
The levy agreed upon yesterday shows a 
reduction in nearly every instance. The 
Board agreed that the State tax should be 
58 cents; the general fund, 20 2 cents; 
school fund, lOcents: hospital fund,9 cints; 
county bonds of 1859, 3 4 cent*; bonds of 
1872 5 1 cents; bonds of 1884, 1 4 cents; 
bonds of 1888, 1 1 cents, and C. P. R. R. 
bond fund, 1 9 cents. 
All was harmony on these. But when 
the next item—the county road fund— 
was reached there was a hitch. 
Supervisor Bates moved '.hat the county 
road fund be reduced to fifteen cents, but 
Mr Tebbets objxted He declared that 
there were bills enough outstanding now 
to eat up wbat would come from a fifteen- 
cent tax. He moved as an amendment 
that it be made twenty cents. 
A vote resulted in a tie, Koss and B*t®9 
voting against the amendmeut, and Teb­ 
bets and Black for it. The vote on Bates 
original motion resulted the same way. 
Then a long wrangle ensued between 
Supervisors Bates and Tebbets, in which 
both made speeches in rapid succession. 
After an hour of haggling, Mr. Bates 
finally agreed to the twenty-cent tax ad­ 
vocated by Mr. Tebbets, and peace 
reigned again. This completed the work 
on the levy.MR. BOSS OBJECTED. 
Gtv Trustee Wolf appeared before the 
Board and presented a proposition that the 


city and county jointly sustain the damage 
claimed by Charles Witpen in a recent ac­ 
cident on the bridge crossing the ditch at 
Twenty-second and A streets. It appears 
that there was no railing on the bridge, 
and Witpen'a horse backed off and nearly 
drowned Witpen, his wife and children. 
Witpen wanted $250 rather than go to law, 
and Mr. Wolf said the Trustees had agreed 
to pay half of the amount provided the Su­ 
pervisors would stand the other half. 
Mr. Tebbets move! that the county pay 
the amount asked for. 
Chairman Ross, however, objected. He 
said Mr. Woif had no right to ask the 
county to pav any portion of the money. 
The bridge and ditch, he said, were exclu­ 
sively city property, and the county had 
nothing to do with it. 
• 
Mr. Woif disputed this, and declared that 
the city and county owned them jointly— 
they both helped to build them. 
There was quite a lengthy discussion on 
the subject, and it was finally referred to 
the District Attorney for an opinion. 
The Board then adjourned until this 
morning. 
MISSING MINING STOCK. 
A Robbery at the M ansion H ouse N eatly 
Traced. 
One day last week the room of Mrs. B. 
F. Graves, at the Mansion House on Sev­ 
enth street, was entered, and a number of 
miniug stock certificates and some jewelry 
taken. 
The matter was reported to the police, 
and the case was put in the hands of officer 
Arlington. The officer worked diligently 
on the case, and did some very clever de­ 
tective work. He learned enough to satisfy 
him that a lodger in the house, a painter 
by trade, was tne guilty party. The indi­ 
vidual was shadowed, and on Friday morn­ 
ing he left for San Francisco. 
On that day some of the stolen stock was 
disposed of to a San Francisco broker. 
The suspected party returned to this city 
Friday night, but went down to the Bay 
again the next day—and on that day the 
retuainder of the stolen stcck was disposed 
of.Word was sent to Chief of Police Crow­ 
ley and the latter obtained from the broker 
a full description of the party who had 
disposed ot the stock to him. This de­ 
scription tallied exactly with the painter, 
and on yesterday Chief Crowlev arrested 
the man. He gave his name there as J. J. 
Murphy. 
A warrant was issued yesterday for the 
man’s arrest by the local authorities, and 
Sheriff McMullen will go down to-day to 
bring him up. 
BOLD ROBBERY. 
A Citizen K nocked Dovra on Second 
Street and Plundered. 
About 11 o'clock on Sunday night a 
gentleman named C. Mandel, who was 
passing along Second street, between K 
and L, wa3 knocked down and robbed 
near the engine-house. One of his assail­ 
ants dealt him a powerful blow in the pit 
of the stomach, which laid him out, and 
rendered it an easy matter to rob him. 
They plundered him of his valuable gold 
watch and a diamond stud. The victim 
was badly injured, and was still suffering 
yesterday from the effects of the blow re­ 
ceived. 
A singular thing about the affair is that 
yesterday a young lad entered tne jewelry 
store of H. Steinman and offered the watch 
for sale. Mr. Sttinman at once recognized 
the watch as one sold by him to Mr. 
Mandel, and concluded not to return it to 
the lad. 
The latter, who resides in 
this city with bis parents, claims that a 
man gave him the watch to dispose of, and 
that he knows nothing of its history nor of 
the robbery. 
THE CURTAIN DROPS. 
End of the P olice Salary Farce Enacted 
at the City H all. 
At yesterday’s session of the City Trus­ 
tees, when the demands of the police offi­ 
cers and the Mayor, Police Judge and Chief 
of Police for salaries came up for action, 
Trustee McLaughlin said he would with­ 
draw his objections to allowing the claims 
if the Mayor and Chief of Police would 
state that no gambling was carried on in 
this city during the State Fair. 
Trustee Wolf said he did not blame the 
police officers, for he considered they were 
acting under the instructions of one higher 
in authority. 
The Mayor moved that all of the salaries 
be allowed, but Trus ee McLaughlin said 
he wanted the matter discussed more fully. 
After considerable talk, Mr. McLaughlin 
withdrew his objection, and the sums were 
ordered paid. 
J. H. Henry was expected up from San 
Jose last night, and the railroad property 
will be formally transferred over to him.

Joseph 8, New Masonic 1, sent 1 each to 
Stockton, Roseville, Lincoln, Chico and 
Folsom, to Woodland 2; collected from the 
sale of lots, $156 50; permits, $83; vault 
dues, $2 50; exhumation permits, $10; total, 
$262.Harbormaster N. A. Kidder reported the 
collection of harbor dues to the amount of 
$150. 
Poundmaster O’Neill reported having 
impouuded seven homes, six cows, one 
goat aud sixty-six dogs, making a total of 
eighty. 
Although he impounded but 
sixty-six does, he states that he killed 
sixty-six, and redeemed twelve. 
Evi­ 
dently he is more skilled in dog-killing 
than in mathematics. 
Chief of Police Drew filed his monthly 
report, showing that 225 arrests had been 
made, thirty-seven lodgers accommodated, 
and 1,504 meals furnished. 
A BOUND OF COMFLAINT3. 
W. A. Auderson asked the Board if it 
had received any official notice that a 
wooden structure was about to be erected 
on Fifth and L streets, in violation of the 
fire limit ordinance. On receiving a nega­ 
tive answer, be stated that a party was 
about to remove a two story wooden bouse 
at Fifih and L streets, and Mr. Shay, who 
lived next door to the lot on which the 
building was to be placed, wanted the 
Board to prevent such a violation of the 
ordinance. 
Trustee McLaughlin said he understood 
that the building was not to be removed 
off the lot, but merely placed nearer Mr. 
Sharp’s house. 
Mr. Auderson claimed that the ordi- 
nr nee would be violated just as much by 
moving the house a few feet as though it 
were brought from a long distance. 
Action on the matter was laid over one 
week, in order that the Board might get an 
opinion from the City Attorney. 
G. J. Cross presented a petition signed by 
property-owners and residents near the Y- 
street canal, complaining of its foul con­ 
dition, and the matter was taken under 
consideration. 
A number of property owners on N 
street, from Third to Fifth, complained 
that the street was not yet graded properly. 
George Lichardt wanted to know why 
the Board did not enforce the orders it 
passed. He stated that no attention had 
been paid to the order of the Board to 
constiuct a sidewalk on L street, from 
Twenty-second to Twenty-third, and also 
on Twenty-third from K to L. No action 
was taken. 
CHURCHMAN BECOMING WEABY. 
T. C. Churchman asked when the Board 
was goiDg to open the streets in the vicin­ 
ity of Thirtieth and E. They promised to 
do so a dozen times, but as yet nothing 
had been done. The matter was referred 
to the Street Commissioner. 
A remonstrance against gradiDg Third 
street, from Q to R. was referred to the 
Street Commissioner. 
DEMAND FOB DAMAGES ALLOWED. 
Charles Witpen presented a claim for 
$250 for damages sustained by him in con­ 
sequence of his buggy toppling off the 
bridge crossing the Y-street canal at 
Twenty-first street. 
An order was passed allowing Mr. W it­ 
pen $125. it being understood that the 
Board of Supervisors would pay the re­ 
maining half. 
STREETS, SIDEWALKS AND ALLEYS. 
Residents of O street, between Twenty- 
first and Twenty-second, who had graded 
that block by private contract, asked that 
they be allowed the same rebate on the ex­ 
pense thereof as was allowed others—that 
is. that the city pay one-fourth the ex­ 
pense. 
The Board decided that the request be 
allowed. 
It was ordered that N street, from 
Twenty-ninth to Thirtieth, be graded and 
graveled. 
Petitions for a sidewalk on Twenty-sixth 
street, from H to J, and a crossing at 
Twenty-fourth and M streets, were referred 
to the Street Commissioner.

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THE CENTRAL STREET RAILWAY WILL 
RUN BY ELECTRICITY. 


The City Trustees Grant the Franchise 
Asked for by the Stockholder* 
in the Company, 


Mayor Comstock, at yesterday’s session 
of the City Trustees, read an amendment 
to the former franchise which, as granted 
to the Central Street Railway Company, at 
the request of Mr. J. H. Henry, was refused 
by the stockholders. It was similar to the 
the last amendment granted, but with the 
following a idition; 
This ordinance is granted and accepted upon 
tbeexpress provision that the Board of Trus 
tees of the tlity of Sacramento shall have the 
power at any time to inquire into the fact as to 
whether the said system, or the practical opera­ 
tion thereof, is a public uuiS&nce, or dangerous 
to persons and vehicles, and the City of Sacra 
mento express'y reserves the right to take all 
necessary legal measures whenever, in the 
judgmeut of the Boa-d of Trustees of said city, 
it may become a public nuriasce, to secure tne 
abatement o: such nuisance; and the said com­ 
pany shall, within ninety days nfter any judg 
ment or decree to that effect ehail become final, 
and alter the service unon it of written notice, 
temove such poles and wires as may be a nui­ 
sance or dangerous to life aud property, and to 
Í 
iut the sheets through which they’were placed 
n the same coudrtiou in which they 
cow are, at the expense of said com 
pany, 
under 
the 
superintendence 
of 
the street Commissioner. 
In case the same 
is not done by tne company in the time limited 
therefor, then the Board ot Trustees may cause 
the same to be done, and the expense thereof 
shall be paid by said company aud the city 
shall have a lien upon sail street railway 
within its limits for said judgment. In case a 
judgment shall at any t;me be obtained to 
abate or remove any public nuisance created by 
its electric system of po;esor wires, the city of 
Sacramento shall be entitled to recover from 
said company a reaiouable attorney's fee, not 
exceeding $1,000, for the[services of its attorney 
paid by it. and such attorney's fee shall be en 
tered in the judgment and shall be paid bv the 
company. The said company shall have the 
right to ac ept permbsion aud privilege hereby 
granted, and agree to comply with all of the 
conditions upon which the same are granted 
within ten days alter the passage of this ordi­ 
nance, and sha 1 file stid acceptance with the 
clerk of the Board of Trustees of Ba d city, 
otherwise this ordinance tha.l be null aud 
void. 
. 
E. K. Alsip stated that the amendment 
would be satisfactory to the Directors of 
the company, and upon iis passage the 
road would be transferred to Mr. Henrc. 
The latter had stated that he was satisfied 
with the amendment. 
Mayor Comstock suggested that the rules 
be suspended, and the ordinance read twice 
and passed. 
Trustee McLaughlin was favorably in­ 
clined, as was also Trustee Wolf. They 
wanted it understood, however, that the 
matter would never be brought up again in 
tbe shape of a request for farther privileges. 
On roll-call the amendment was carried 
by a unanimous vote. 
L. L. Lewi«, representing Mr. Ilenry, 
informed the Board ihat the extra advertis­ 
ing in connection with the granting of the 
franchise would be met by him. 
E. K. Alsip, after having consulted with 
the Board of Directors of the Central 
Street Railway Company, filed a written 
acceptance of the ordinance, agreeing to 
comply with all the conditions upon which 
the rights were granted.

W hen Given a F a ir T rial it W ill Prove 
M ore B eneficial. 
New Y o rk , October 6 :h.—T he Tribune, 
after referring to the lluctuations in the 
price of silver during the past m onth, says 
ed ito rially : 
It will take som e m onths for 
th e w orking of the new law to be fairly 
tested, and it m ay prove m ore satisfac­ 
tory to silver producers. 
The price has 
begun to advance again w ith the renew al 
of Treasury purchases, and m ay rapidly 
advance, as the m arket is entirely under 
th e control of speculators. 
B ut if the pro­ 
duction has m aterially increased, or should 
increase, a reaction will come sooner or 
later, w ith m ore disappointm ent. 
It is n u s t unfortunate for legitim ate 
business that there should be such specu­ 
lative lluctuations in the priceof silver, and 
it m ight he well for the Secretary of the 
T reasury lo consider w hether his power to 
regulate the quantities purchased accord­ 
ing to the prices and to the advantage of 
th e G overnm ent could not be beneficially 
ex ertrd m ore than it has been heretofore. 
T h u s far the new Act has caused none cf 
th e evils w hich were so freely predicted, 
an d seems to be entirely safe in its w ork­ 
ings, though to som e disappointing.

T he dispatch concludes w ith a declara­ 
tion th at Peraza is about to be removed 
from the m ission here because he published 
in a New Y ork m agazine a m ap show ing 
E ngland as possessor of disputed guano 
territory w hich V enezaela is trying to hold. 
Perzzs m ade short work of the cable by 
showiDg a letter just received from the 
P resident of V enezuela. 
It was w ritten 
Septem ber 26th, and contains m ost cordial 
expressions of good will. 
P resident Palszio concludes by saying 
th at the R epublic was never in a m ore 
stable condition. 
Peraza feels th a t the 
cable referred to was a scire, em anating 
from som e m alicious source. 
As to the 
m ap used iu th e New Y ork m agazine 
Peraza says th at it appeared eight m onths 
ago, and the m istake in using it was fully 
explained at the tim e. H e w anted to show 
the route of the proposed inter-A m erican 
railroad, and for this purpose utilized the 
fit st South A m erican m ap available. Great 
B ritain m akes these m aps, and they th ere­ 
fore show the lines of territory as the Gov­ 
ernm ent seeks to locate them . 


Edition's E arly Days. 
Dr. W illiam 1). G entry of Rogers Park, 
111., a life-long friend of Mr. Edison, re­ 
lates the following interesting rem inis­ 
cences : 
“W hen I look back to twenty-five years 
ago, and put Tom Edison as I then knew 
hint alongside of the Thomas Edison of 
to-day, and note what has taken place, I 
am prepared almost for anything. Twenty- 
five years ago, as I sat hv Edison iu a New 
York telegraph tffice, I little thought that 
there slumbered w ithin that man the fire 
of a genius th at would one day startle the 
world. 
There was nothing 
wonderful 
about Edison. 
A plain and unpretentious 
man, he came and went without troubling 
any one with his conversation. 
Perhaps 
he spoke to me more than to any other 
man in the place, because we sat at adjoin­ 
ing tables. 
“One day his wire gave out or went 
wrong in some way. H e was working New 
Haven, I was operating Boston. 
H e 
started to fix it, and while thus engaged 
his message came back over my wire. 
I 
called to him . ‘Tom, can you explain this?’ 
H e looked for a moment, and then re­ 
m arked: 
‘W hy, that is caused by induc­ 
tio n ; the two wires are near each other.’ 
H e went-off and shortly afterward came 
back seemingly lost in thought. 
‘Yes, 
th at’s w hat causes it,’ he repeated. 
‘I 
wonder if we could devise a plan like that 
to make two circuits on one wire, so that 
two men could send and two others receive 
at the same tim e?’ 
Then he went back to 
his instrum ent. 
There is a tide in the affsirs of men 
Which taken at the tlDod, leads on to fortune. 
“Tom Edison took it then. 
Out of that 
little accident he devised the duplex tele­ 
graph system. 
Then followed the quadru­ 
p le!, and these have saved the telegraph 
company millions of dollars. 
“H e had been working on a telegraph 
system, but he discovered that the W heat­ 
stone system—I think that is the name— 
covered the ground, and lie gave it up. 
You know the rest. 
Edison’s achieve­ 
ments are now no secret. 
“The steps leading up to that perfected 
phonograph, how Edison discovered that 
the sound waves of the human voice might 
be so directed as to trace an impression 
upon a solid substance, are just as wonder­ 
ful. 
Edison found it almost accidentally, 
while he was experim enting with a differ­ 
ent object in view. 
In manipulating a 
machine intended to repeat Morse charac­ 
ters he found that when the cylinder carry­ 
ing the indented pajier was turned with 
great swiftness it gave off’ a humming 
noise. 
“T hat led to several experiments, such 
as fitting a diaphragm to the machine 
which would receive the vibrations made 
by the voice. 
The cylinder when rapidly 
revolved caused a repetition of the origi­ 
nal vibrations, just as if the machine itself 
were speaking. 
T hat settled the matter, 
and Edison found that the problem of 
registering human speech so th at it could 
be repeated by mechanical means as often 
as m ight lie desired, was solved. Yes, Eúi-

R acing B ullocks in In d ia. 
In India the favorite animals, both for 
speed and for endurance, says the St. Louis 
Globe-Demoerat, are the native bullocks. 
The animals are small, wiry, muscular and 
swift. 
They are trained to race and run 
well, not under the saddle, but in harness. 
The Indians are fond of racing their beasts, 
and the sport is encouraged by the Eng­ 
lish part of the population. 
Ths animal is guided by a cord through 
the nose, but the driver places more reli­ 
ance on whip and voice than on the cord. 
The Indians are natural gamblers, and will 
bet their last rupee on the result of a race, 
taking so much interest in it that a penni­ 
less native has been known to wager his 
liberty and that of his family for an entire 
year, and sell him self into involuntarv 
slavery, as the result of losing a bet. 
The 
races are frequently attended by serious 
accidents, from the fact th at although the 
bullocks may be trained to great swiftness, 
it seems almost impossible to teach them 
to run in a straight line. They will bunch 
together, and thus frequently smash one 
or more of the vehicles. 
Exciting as are the bullocks races when 
the beasts are harnessed and driven bv na­ 
tive drivers, they are far more so when the 
bullocks are ridden by European soldiers or 
sailors. 
The chief danger in a race of this 
description lies in the falls which are the 
almost inevitable result of an attem pt to 
ride these awkward animals.
